of history it Is easy to see that the unfor 
tunato conflict was doubtless prolonged at 
least two years at the cost of a vast treas­ 
ure and many thousands of lives by this 
neglect. 
“ In time of pence prepare for 
war” Is an axiom which no nation can af 
ford to neglect. 
During the last week the 
newspapers all over the country have in 
many dispatches and narratives confirmed 
the accuracy of the news which I gave con­ 
cerning the elaborate preparations for war 
which were being mude by our govern 
ment.

They were fiv e, w ith the guide, snug­ 
ly camped up 
in 
the foreatH of tlie 
Raugeley country, and the d a y’s sport 
hud b een a trifle heav y if empty.

There 
was soothing punch on the table and our

had been knocked ov er by a shot from 
the guide before it reached the boy, who, 
though unm arked by a scar, through 
simple terror hud lost his 
h old upon the 
spark of life. 
Instances were named 
where a fall of a few incites had brought 
death, and others w here men hud f a lle n 
distances of 50 or 00 
f e e t only to get 
up and w alk off’ unharm ed. 
The doctor had been a silent listener 
to all this talk and sat gazing into the 
glow ing coals until our stories were 
ended. 
Suddenly he wont to his shake­ 
down, ami from beneath it drew an old 
and w eather beaten satchel, from which, 
after some search, lie took an env elope 
and return« «1 to his chair. 
“ My theory is, hoys, th a t a man liv es 
until his tim e ’s up, and no longer, and 
th a t it makes little or no ditierenee in 
Ins length of life w hat he does or doesn’t 
do. 1 seldom air this theory. 
In fact, I

lire, pondering ov ei a v ery strange dep­ 
osition w hich 1 had ju st 
read, wht u 
my thoi glit was 
interrupted by the 
sound of wheels and a m om ent later 
there w as a determ ined knock on the 
door, and I opened up. 
A q uarrym uu 
whom I knew by sight w as my caller. 
“ ‘For 
G od ’« 
sake, doc,’ he said, 
‘come ov er w ith me to the q uarry and 
help Big G riggs nut of hism isery. H e ’s 
got a lam ping iron ch an up through his 
head. ’ 
“ 1 got mv case, si hi into a heav y coat 
and we were otT. 
The Ov erlook q u a rry 
was six miles distant and during the 
driv e I gathered particulars. Big G riggs 
had been drilling for a heav y blast all 
afternoon, and had loaded for an early 
morning liv ing just before the knock off. 
He had been tum ping down the powder 
charge, short tune had made him care 
less and there was a prem ature explo­ 
sion. The tam ping iron had been driv en 
up through b« ith jaw s and through tlie 
top of the cranium and still rem ained m 
the wound. 
L m entally concluded th a t 
my driv er was either draw ing the tale 
o'erstroiig through excess of excitement 
or else th a t there w ould he no need of 
my serv ices w hen w e readied the pa 
tient. 
“ But 1 found his sta te n u n t of condi­ 
tions literally correct. 
Boor Griggs sat 
there w ith jaw s locked firmly together 
and w ith about sev en inches of iron 
protruding from his chili and a sim ilar 
length from tin* apex of the skull. 
The 
bar was round, tw o feet long, w ith a 
diam eter of one-q uarter inch at one end 
and one and one-q uarter inches at the 
other. 
It must hav e weighed sev en or 
eight pounds. 
1 went to work and made 
him as comfortable as 
1 could, thinking 
meanwhile of the least brutal way in 
which to tell him that the long night, 
must soon come, 
I was a hit surprised j

but lie was iuily eousoious, though in 
great pain.

1 
had exam ined the curious 
wound carefully ami w ould n’t hav e in ­ 
sured his life for 4N hours on any terms. 
But, hoys. Big Griggs liv ed w ith that 
iron in his head for more than six years. 
iJuriug all that time 1 
attended him 
carefully, and we had long sign 
v oice 
discussion* about our mutual belief in 
fatalism, lb* predicted v ery closely the 
date ot his death, and later 
I procured 
this somewhat ghastly photograph.” 
He drew from the env elope a photo­ 
graph of a skull pinned through by an 
iron bar, and in turn we examined the 
picture 
As it Wih passed from hand to 
hand each faee mirrored the depressing 
thought of tin years ot unceasing suffer­ 
ing which had preceded 
the 
awful 
tiak* dness of the skull. The punch bowl 
receiv ed renewed attentions, and tin* 


long. 
At last one of them , in w ell in ­ 
tended effort to lighten the mood of tlie 
hour, s a id : 
“ Well, doc, when hav e you figured 
on reaching the lim it of your earthly 
mission? Try and plan to finish this 
hu nt w ith ms, for we are hound to strike 
a moose before we are th rou gh .” 
The doctor had gazed into the coals 
w ithout a word since the telling of his 
story, but his lips now parted in a slow 
and melancholy smile as he calm ly an 
« w ered: 
“ I fancy, boys, that it w ill come to­ 
morrow'. 
So sure am I of this that 1 
« hall ask you before we hav e a good 
night to join me in w hat I believ e will 
be our last toast together. 
It w ill be to 
your comfort, friends, if yon can dis­ 
miss my statem ent as but the v agary of 
an 
ov ertalkativ e comrade w ho 
finds 
himself in strange mood tonight, but 
we shall see.” He continued to m urm ur 
to himself: 
“ I t ’s a pretty world, senor, but not 
ail haH been happiness. 
I hav e seen of 
the trav ail of my soul and am satisfied. ” 
He ruse and filled his glass, “ F ill and 
drink, boys,” he called, and as they 
gathered around w ithout v olition to r« ;- 
sist his w him he continued: “ D rink to 
tho unsolv ahlo riddle of life; to the u n­ 
fathomable arbitram ent of fate and to 
the untroubb d sleep w hich follows all 
in ( Jod’s good tiiue. 
Threo glasses 
were 
replaced w ith 
brim m ing edge untouched upon the ta- 
blti, one— the doctor’» — lay shattered on 
tlie hearth. 
H urried good nights were 
said, and a half hour later q u ie t ruled 
the cani]i. 
But one unsleeping membt r 
of the party w ent an hour later to v iew 
tlie skies and judge of the m orrow ’s 
weather. 
And there lie found another 
sentinel, w ho grow le d : 
“ W hat a «1-------«1 ghastly finale for an 
ev ening's good cheer. I w ish the doctor 
had kept his infernal fancies and his uii 
canny toast to him self.” 
The next d a y’s hunt promised to be as 
em pty of results as was its predecessors.

llo carried them to Brought 
Renting them w ith t ho 
prince 
compliments. 
The barrister i 
withdrew and nev er afterward 
to the insult. 
Years later, w hen the prim 
king, tried to div orce his wife, 
ham, as her defender, so 
v ehem< ntly 
sustained her cause that she triumphed. 
The king's 
nam e was not mentioned 
during the trial, though 
the liuti« n knew 
th a t he was 
secretly the prose, utor. 
Brougham in his speech declared that 
he saw in tin* distance the nameless per­ 
secutor of his innocent client, « ¡u ring 
w ith terrific effect M ilton’s words 
Tlie ether shape.

Mr. R iis says of the fire­ 
man: 
His life is too full of real peril for 
him to expose it recklessly— th at is to 
say, needlessly. 
From the tim e w hen 
he leav es his q uarters in answ<*r to an 
alarm u ntil ho returns he takes a risk 
that may at any m om ent set him face 
to face w ith death in its most cruel 
form. 
He needs nothing so m uch as 
a 
clear head, and noth ing is prized so 
highly, nothing puts him so surely in 
the line of promotion, f«>r as he adv ances 
in rank and responsibility the liv es of 
others as well as his ow n come to de- 
pend on ins judgm ent. 
The act of con­ 
spicuous daring w hich the w orld ap- 
plauds is ofteuest to tlie fireman a m a t­ 
ter of sim ple d u t y th a t had to he done 
in that w ay because th ere was no other. 
Nor is it alw ays or ev en usually tlie 
hardest duty, as hu sees it. It came easy 
to him because he is an athieto train« d 


THE CAFES OF VIENNA. 


fh« * P a rt T h ey P in y In th e I,If» » of th« * 
Ga y A u stria n C a p ita l. 
Cafes are for the V iennese a second 
home, and they all hav e tw o kinds of 
ciients— the “ stam m gaoste” or h a b i­ 
tues, and the “ laufande, ” or transients. 
The habitues, commonly «’allod “ w irt- 
h au sb ru d e r” (cafe brothers), hav e table» 
reserv e! f« ;r them, and woe betide the 
m an w hy v entures to take possession of 
this sacred property. 
There are m any 
V iennese who in the past 80 or 40 years 
hav e sat at the same table in the sam e 
corner day after day, d rink ing the sam e 
brew of beer or brand of w ine ami 
Binoking th« > same sort of tobacco in the 
same old pipes. A stam m gaost general­ 
ly spends from th ree to four hour« ev ery 
day at his cafe, the natural result being 
a great loss of tim e and money. But the 
V iennese are not miserly. 
T he maxirn 
they follow is found in the G erm an 
prov erb w hich seems to hav e been w r i t ­ 
ten on purpose for them , “ Leben 
u n d 
leben lassen” (“ Liv e and let liv e” ). 
Besides these cafes there are a n u m ­ 
ber of “ restau rant cellars” in Vienna, 
sim ilar to the cellars of Leipsic, H a m ­ 
burg ami Brem en, w here people go to 
d rink w ine and partak e of delicatessen, 
pates, 
oysters, 
cav iar, 
smoked 
fish, 
W estphalian sausages and other e a ta ­ 
bles of th e same general sort. There are 
certain cellars, like the old Fels« 'iikel- 
h;r, w hich are arranged like grottoes.

How literally our ev eryday security 
— of w hich w<‘ think, if we th ink of it 
at all, as a mere m a tte r of course— is 
built upon the suprem e sacrifice of these 
dev oted men we realize at long in te r­ 
v als, when a disaster occur» such as tho 
one in w hich Chief Bresnan and F ore­ 
man Rooney lost th eir liv es. They w ere 
crashed to « leath under the great w ater 
tank in a T w enty-fourth street factory 
th a t was on fire. 
Its supports had been 
burned away. An exam ination th a t w as 
then m ade of the w ater tanks in the city 
discov er« «! 8,000 that were either w h ol­ 
ly unsupported, except 
by the 
roof 
beams 
or propped on 
tim bers, and 
therefore a direct menace, not only to 
j 
tho firemen 
when 
they 
were called ; 
there, hut daily to those liv ing under j 
them. It is not pleasant to add th a t the i 
d ep artm ent’s ju st dem and for a law 
that should compel landlords eith er to 
build tanks on the w all or on iron su p­ 
ports has not been heeded yet; but th a t 
is unhappily an old story.

George 
fiats and more recently of the M a nh a t­ 
tan bank, in w hich a dozen m en were 
disabled, that stam ped tlie av erage fire­ 
proof construction us faulty aud largely 
delusiv e. 
One m ight ev en go fu rth e r 
and say th a t the firem an's risk increases 
in the ratio of our progress or conv en­ 
ience. 
The w ater tanks came w ith tho 
v ery high buildings, w hich in th e m ­ 
selv es offer problems to the lire fighters 
th a t hav e not yet been solv ed. 
The v ery air shafts th a t were hailed 
as the first adv ance 111 tenem ent house 
building added enorm ously to the fire­ 
m a n ’s work and risk as well as to the 
risk of ev ery one <1 w elling under th e ir 
roofs by acting as so m any huge c h im ­ 
neys th a t carried the fire to the open 
windows opening upon them in ev ery 
story. More than half of all the fires in 
N ew York occur 
in tenem ent houses. 
W hen the tenement house commission of 
1HD4 sat in this city, considering means 
of making t< nemcnts safer and better, 
it receiv ed the nm-t practical help and 
ad\ ice from the firemen, especially from 
Chief Bresnan, whose death occurred 
only a few da y s after he had testified 
as a witness. 
The recommendation» 
upon w h ic h he insist« ’«! are now part of j 
the general tenement house 
law.
